Calis for Socialized Ownership. 

“The choice,” say Darrow and 
Thompson,” is between monopoly 
sustained by government, which is 
clearly the trend in the National 
Recovery Administration, and a 
planned economy, which demands 
socialized ownership and control 
since only by collective ownership 
can the inevitable conflict of sep- 
arately owned units for the mar- 
ket be eliminated in favor of 
planned production. 

“There is no hope for the small 
business man or for complete recov- 
ery in America in enforced restric 
tion upon production for the pur- 
pose of maintaining higher prices. 
The hope for the American people, 
including the small business man, 
not to be overwhelmed by their own 
abundance, lies in the planned use 
of America’s resources following so- 
cialization. To give the sanction of 
government to sustain profits is not 
a planned economy, but a regiment- 
ed organization for exploitation.” 

Gen. Johnson replies to the sup- 
plementary Darrow-Thompson re- 
port that “stripped of its shadowy 
verbiage” their proposal “means 
that the choice of the American 
people is between Fascism and 
Communism, neither of which can 
be espoused by anyone w..o believes 
in our democratic institutions of 
self-government.” He says the sup- 
plementary report demonstrates the 
propriety of his recommendation 
that the Review Board be abol- 


ished. 
Dissenting Member. , 
John F. Sinclair, dissenting from 
the conclusions of the five mem- 
bers who signed the Darrow report, 
charges in a separate document 
that the findings of the majority are 
“inconclusive, incomplete, and at 
times misleading and unreliable.” 
The “fatal weakness” of the board's 
work, he says, centers in the fail- 
ure to employ a competent staff of 
experts to assist the board in di- 
gesting testimony that had already 
been given at various NRA and 
Federal Trade Commission hear- 


ings. He accuses the board of 
neglecting “careful research and 
analysis.” 


Sinclair says that a great many 
of the completed codes, now exceed- 
ing 390, were hastily drawn and 
will have to be amended “in order 
to protect the little business man 
from exploitation and monopoly.” 
He recommends that a series of 
review boards be established within 
the NRA and that a review board 
of appeal, independent of the NRA, 
be created by executive order. 

Sinclair, as already published, 
has submitted his resignation from 
the Darrow board, but the Presi- 
dent has not yet acted on it.

In Response to Complaints. 

All this formidable: mass of ma- 
terial, growing out of the creation 
of the review board on March 7 
last, was made public today. The 
board was established by the Presi- 
dent in response to numerous com- 
plaints, notably those of Senators 
Nye and Borah, that the NRA codes 
tended to promote polistic 
practices and crush small enter- 
prises. Senator Nye had the chief 
hand in picking the members of the 
board. Darrow was one of his se 
The President directed 
the board to look into the com- 
plaints and to recommend remedies 
for any abuses that might be found. 

The report was handed to the 
President on May 4, but was with- 

‘held from publication until today in 
order to give Gen. Johnson 
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it is the consumer alone who must 
pay for the increases. 

“While under the codes the cost 
of living increases, wages have not 
risen accordingly. The prices 
charged for some articles the poor 
should have as much as the rich, 
have been in some instances pro- 
hibitory. 

According ‘to the bulletins of the 
Department of Labor, taking the 
average cost of all foods in 1913 as 
100, their cost in April, 1933, was 90 
and in April, 1934, it was 107. Fif- 
ty-one cities showed in this year an 
advance in food prices of from 10 
to 27 per cent. Rent, fuel, light, 
house furnishings and other ‘tems 
showed at the end of the year, after 
the codes, had begun to operate, a 
marked upward tendency. 

“The fact is generally over- 
looked or obscured, but the small 
business enterprise has often a so- 
cial importance out of propor- 
tion to its size, since it is often 
the consumer's sole barrier 
against complete, grasping and ir- 
responsible monopoly. What is 
called a ‘chiseler’ likewise may 
not always be the public enemy he 
has been represented. Instances 
arise where it is seen to be strug- 
gling to prevent the total absorp- 
tion of an industry or interest into 
‘a monopolistic organization or 
chain against which the public 
has no other protection. 

“Fair Competition ha 

“The opinion, therefore, is‘ forced 

upon us from what we have heard 
so far that ‘fair competition’ is 
merely a resounding and illusory 
phrase. There is, in fact, no such 
significance of general acceptance 
and under existing conditions there 
can be none. What the powerful 
producer calls fair, his weaker rival 
fiercely denounces as most unfair; 
and there is no way te reconcil¢ 
the difference. All competition 1s 
sayage, wolfish and relentless; and 
can be nothing else. One may as 
well dream of making war lady-like 
as of making competition fair.

Salient Findings. 

Following are salient parts of the 
board’s synopsis of its findings: 

“ELECTRICAL 

MANUFACTURING. 

“The monopolistic conditions ex- 
isting in this industry do not re- 
sult from the code, but from the 
control of patents and other long- 
standing factors. Ninety-three per 
cent of the incandescent lamp divi- 
sion of the business is, and long has 
been, in the hands of one corpora- 
tion. No evidence was presented 
that would justify the board in for- 
mulating any decision in regard to 
the possible oppression of small 
enterprises. 

“It is, however, true that the code 
authority, or whatever corresponds 
thereto, is composed of members of 
the National Electrical Manufac- 
turers’ Association; and no provi- 
sion is made for the representation 
of manufacturers that are not 
members of that association. We 
deem this to be wrong, and recom- 
mend that it be corrected.”

“The divisional authority has 
used the compliance provisions of 
the code as a threat to coerce the 
small manufacturer into submis- 
sion to code requirements injurious 
to the small enterprise. The-price- 
fixing arrangement made by the di- 
‘visional authority are likely to put 
the small enterprise out of busi- 
ness. These arrangements include 
discounts on large purchases that 
small manufacturers cannot give; 
discount practices that the small 
enterprise cannot meet and other 
disadvantages. 

“We recommend that the present 
divisional authority be displaced 
and a new authority be created 
fairly representative of the small 
enterprise as of the large; that 
each members of the division shall 
be allowed to compute his cost pur- 
suant to fhe system provided in 
Article VII-A, Chapter I, report 
such cost to an impartial agency 
selected by the divisional authority, 
and shall not/ thereafter sell any 
product other than factory dam- 
aged or obsolete goods for less than 


“Monopolistic practices in this in- 
dustry are bold and aggressive and 
ite small enterprise is cruelly op- 
pressed. 

“The industry includes the mak- 
ing, the distributing and the ex- 
hibiting in theaters of film pictures. 
The producing and distributing is 
chiefly in the hands of eight pow- 
erful companies, commonly known 
in the business asthe “big eight.” 
There are in the’ country 138,321 the- 
aters, of which 4800 are designated 
as circuit or chain theaters. Of 
these circuit theaters, 1954 are af- 
filiated with the big eight compan- 
ies and 2846 are not so affiliated. 
There are left 13,571 theaters that 
are classified as independent. 

“Tt appears that the code for this 
industry was made by representa- 
tives of the large producing com- 
panies. It contained, with other 
unusual features, provisions that 
named the members of the code au- 
thority to administer the code and 
other provisions to make the. au- 
thority so constituted self-perpetu- 
ating. In case of the retirement otf 
any member he is to designate his 
successor, subject to the approval 
of the rest of the authority, or fail- 
ing to do so, the authority is to 
name the successor. The authority 
consists of 10 members of whom 
eight are shown to be directly or 
indirectly connected with the eight 
large companies. 

“These compantes are distributers 
of pictures as well as producers. 
They are also interested in certain 
theaters that are in competition 
with independent theaters. 

“At the hearing before this board, 
representatives of the independent 
theaters presented definite com- 
plaints of the operation of the code 
under the authority thus constitut- 
ed. The Deputy Administrator of 
the code was present at the first 
hearing and was invited to testify, 
but refused to do so.. Subsequently, 
seven of the eight companies impli- 
cated by the testimony of independ- 
ent theater owners, filed a brief at- 
tempting to discredit the testimony 
given against them. This brief, be-

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By this practice also small produc- 
ers that produce only ‘short sub- 
jects’ and news reels are put at a 
disadvantage. 

“3. The large producers require a 
large percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts, sometimes 35 per cent or 
more, for the use of popular pic- 
tures, and then dictate the days 
upon which they are to be shown. 
In the business generally, Saturday, 
Sunday and holidays are the best 
days, but it was pointed out that 
this arrangement deprives the in- 
dependent theater of any control 
over its pictures, as the large pro- 
ducer dictates the day the picture 
is to be shown, whereas it may not 
be suitable for certain localities 
upon such days. 

“4. The theater owner is deprived 
of any choice in the presentation 
of picturés, since he must show what 
is allotted to him. is works in 
practice to shut from the theaters 
the pictures of other than the large 

roducers, since they can choose all 

e best days for themselves. 

“5. The code gives to the distrib- 
uters (generally the Big Eight) the 
right to fix admission prices through 
the provision that allows them to 
insist upon a minimum admission 
price for their own pictures. It was 
brought out that such a_ control 
might cause to a theater the loss 
of a large part of its clientele 
through resentment against what 
would be deemed an unjustifiable 
advance in prices while the theater 
owner would be powerless to meet 
such an attack. 

Provisions Not Authorized. 

“6. That the large distributers are 
allowed to insert into their con- 
tracts with the theaters provisions 
that are not authorized by the code, 
and are detrimental to the inde- 
pendent theaters. These extra-legal 
provisions, it was set forth, were 
often in the shape of an agreement 
against the showing of two feature 
pictures on the same program. The 
courts have held this stipulation to 
be unfair. In practice, it deprives 
theater of one 
means to meet the competition of 
the affiliated theaters, which are 
the theaters affiliated with or con- 
trolled by the Big Hight. 

“7. The code set up boards to 
classify theaters in the order in 
which they can have the use of 
popular and desirable pictures, and 
these boards, it is averred, are con- 
trolled by or in the interest of the 
large producers and distributers. 
The result is that in many in- 
stances independent theaters can- 
not get the popular pictures until 
their competitors have largely ex-

thus artificially planted and nour- 
ished. Yet it is equally true that 
so long as these conditions exist 
they will work hardship, bulwark 
monopoly, and crush the small man.

Files Brief Against Contracts to 
Buy Kansas City and St. 
Joseph Terminals. 


The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has filed its brief with 
Federal Court Master Marion LC. 
mariy in support of its objections, 
as a $23,000,000 creditor of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad, to/the rail- 
road’s agreement in 1930 to pur- 
chase certain terminal properties in 
Kansas City and St. Joseph for 
about $19,000,000 from the Van 
Sweringen interests controlling it. 
The RFC contends the contracts 
are void or voidable . because of 
fraud and that the trustees in bank- 
ruptcy of the Missouri Pacific 
should be directed to file suit to 
recover payments of about $3,200,- 
000 made by the railroads. The 
contracts should be disaffirmed 
even if valid, it is contended. 
RFC Lists Reasons. 

The brief lists eight main reasons 
why the RFC considers the  con- 
tracts void, as follows: 

Misrepresentations were made by 
the seller as to the cost-of the prop- 
erties to it; the price to the Mis- 
souri Paciffe was grosSly excessive 
in view of the relation between the 
parties; the seller failed to disclose 
liabilities of about $4,000,000 against 
the properties; approval of the pur- 
chase was not secured from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission: the 
contracts were not authorized by 
the railroad’s directors; the terms 
of the contracts were harsh afid un- 
fair to the Missouri Pacific; the 
true conditions of the properties 
were not disclosed to the Missouri 
Pacific; the contracts violated the 
Clayton anti-trust act. 

Railroad Defends Contracts. 
The contracts were defended by 
the railroad in its brief denying the 
validity of the RFC contentions, 
which had been brought out by Max 
O’Rell Truitt, local gounsel, at the 
hearings last autumn and last win- 
ter. The railroad valued the prop- 
erties at more. than $30,000,000, 
while the RFC ‘placed their worth, 
at $6,152,000. : 

At the hearings, O. 'P. Van Swer- 
ingen called the RFC objections “a 
tempest in a teapot.”

He served for a short time as 
Secretary of the State Highway 
Commission, and in 1920 was elected 
for his first four-year term as Sec- 
retary of\State. He was re-elected 
in 1924 and in 1928. He led the Re- 
publican ticket each of the three 
times he was elected. 

Built Political Machine. - 


Becker devoted his efforts to 
building his own. political organiza- 
tion and frequently was not in po- 
litical accord, or was in open dis- 
agreement with the three Repub- 
lican Governors with whom he 
served—Hyde, Baker and Caulfield. 

Heading a department with large 
patronage possibilities, both direct 
and indirect, Becker overlooked 
few chances to build his poliitical 
strength. He created a publicity 
bureau, which was never charged 
with modesty in discussing his of- 
ficial acts, and obtained extensive 
publication of. its material in rural 
newspapers which received State 
printing awards from the Secretary 


| of State. This asset was used ef- 


fectively by Becker in numerous po- 
litical fights. ~ 

During the Baker administration 
Becker was under fire for his prac- 
tice of depositing State automobile 
license. fees in banks selected by 
him, for varying periods, before 
they were transmitted to the State 
Treasury, at interest rates less than 
those received on State deposits. 
He was exonerated in an audit by 
the State "Auditor, made at Gov. 
| Baker’s direction, .but the deposit 
system was criticised. Becker later 
obtained passage by the Legislature 
of an act sanctioning his bank de- 
posit system. 

Young Firm’s Collapse. 

‘In the Caulfielé~ administration 
Becker was sharply criticised as a 
result of the collapse of the broker- 
age firm of W. H. Young & Bros. 
Inc. of St. Louis, whose license had 
been renewed by the “Blue Sky” 
division of Becker’s department 
over objections of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau of St. Louis. Inves- 
tors lost about $2,000,000 in the 
crash. A partner in the firm had 
contributed $500 to Becker’s cam- 
paign fund in 1928. 

Becker led a (successful fight 
against State Department ‘consol- 
idation and central purchasing bills 
in the Legislature during the Caul- 
field administration. -Through pat- 
ronge, favors and personal friend- 
ship Becker probably exerted more 
influence with legislators than any 
other State official. His influence, 
through appointments, extended to 
Democratic as well as Republican 
members. : 

His defeat for the Republican 
nomination for Governor in 1932 
was a bitter blow to Becker and his 
organization. He was beaten by 


,| Lieutenant-Governor.E. H. Winter 


of Jefferson City, by 6941 votes. 
after a hard-fought’ primary cam- 
paign. Becker did not support 
Winter in the ensuing election cam- 
paign, in which Winter lost to Gov. 
Park in a Democratic landslide. 
After the Park administration was 
inaugurated Becker succeeded in 
obtaining appointment of several 
followers to State jobs, the Winter 
wing of the Republican party be- 
ing ignored in appointments to bi- 
partisan boards. 

After his rajirément from office 
Becker wrote one novel, which has 
been published, and several short 
stories, and was at work on a po- 
litical novel in which, he told 
friends, he would expose his pc- 
litical enemies. 

Next to politics Becker's hobby 
was fishing. His skill as a fisher- 
Man was exceeded only by his abil- 
ity to tell fishing stories. 

Becker resided in Jefferson City 
with his wife and daughter, Miss 
Mary Jane, although listing his ‘vot- 
ing address as Bolivar, Polk 
County.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Donaid 
Richberg’s reply to the Darrow re- 
port, summing up the separate re- 
plies of the deputy administrators 


and stating his own conclusions, is | } 


couched in scathing terms. 
Richberg, general counsel of the 
NRA, accuses the Review Board of 
contradicting itself, of disregarding 
fair play, of acting upon trivial and 
unreliable, and, in some cases, false 
testimony, of abusing its trust, of 
giving aid and comfort to the “chis- 
eler” and the monopolist. The author 
uf the report is described as a 


“noted Socialist,” chosen to write 
a report “for philosophic anarchists 


who apparently oppose any govern- 
ment control of anybody, including 
criminals.” f 

The board is charged with having 
“accumulated misinformation in or- 
der to arrive at false findings of 
fact.” 

Richberg’s statement about a 
“noted socialist” selected to “write 
a report for philosophic anarchists” 
may refer to Charlies Edward Rus- 
sell, 73-year-old journalist, who is 
understood to have assisted Dar- 
row and Thompson in the prepara- 
tion of their report, although he 
has no official connection with the’ 
board. 

That the Review Board was 
“seeking to justify a preconceived | 
opposition to the fundamental the- 
ories and purposes cf the National 
Industrial Recovery Act” is proved, 
in Richberg’s opinion, by “conflict- 
ing statements” of the board, © 

Charges Inconsistency. 

He quotes the statement in the 
report that “all competition is sav- 
age, wolfish and relentless” and the 
further observation that we should 
return to the anti-trust laws fo. the 
purpose of restoring competition. 

“Thus,” he comments, “the board 
flatly advocates that a modern, civ- 
ilized nation should abandon any 
effort to promote fair business prac- 
tices and should ‘return’ to a ‘sav- 
age, wolfish’ struggle for individual 
survival. Then the board immedi- 
ately repudiates its own expressed 
ecnvictions in the following utterly 
inconsistent recommendation: ‘We 
believe the competitive system is 
compatible with regulation as to 
hours and wages.’ 

Labor and Cost Regulation. 

“The board,” he proceeds, “does 
not explain how hours and wages 
—that is, labor costs—can be reg- 
ulated without thereby regulating 
competition. The board ignores, or 
is ignorant, of the elementary econ- 
omic fact that if it were possible 
to regulate (and presumably to in- 
crease) labor costs while maintain- 
ing otherwise ‘savage, wolfish’ com- 
petition, large enterprises, finan- 
cially able to lower costs by increas- 
ing machine production and to un- 
dersell competitors in savage price 
wars regardless of cost, would drive 
all ‘small enterprises’ out of busi- 
ness and obtain monopolistic con- 
trols of production. 

“The bCusiness records of the last 
50 years show clearly what would 
happen if the nonsensical program 
recommended by the board could 
be made effective. The board also 
fails to suggest how hours and 
wages can be regulated by valid 
Federal law except through codes 
of fair competition.” 

Continues Attack. , 

Richberg then makes his allu- 
sion to Darrow as a Socialist ad- 
vocating complete government con- 
trol of business, but at the same 
time writing a_ report for 
“philosophic anarchists,” and con- 
tinues the attack: 

“The result is a report which on 
one page recommends a return to 
the law of the jungle and on the 
next page recommends that busi- 
ness be subjected to more detailed 
government control. 

“A careful examination of the rev- 
ord of the hearings shows that in 
order to arrive at its previously de- 
termined verdict, the board took 
and reported any testimony that 
would serve its prejudice without 
regard to ‘he competence or bias 
of the witness or the palpable 
falsity of his statements; and de- 
clined ‘o avail itself of abundant 
sources of accurate information 
which were open to its investiga- 
tion. The detailed analyses of the 
argumentative conclusions and 
‘briefs’ filed by the board justify a 
sweeping condemnation of the 
methods and mental processes 
whereby the board arrived at its 
unsupported and insupportable con- 
clusions.

code, but from the contrcl of pat- 
ents and other long-standing fac- 
tors.” The board then recommend- 
ed additional members for the code 
authority—a matter brought up by 
NRA two months before the hear- 
ing and agreed to by the industry.” 

The board’s findings as to the 
code for the footwear division of 
the rubber manufacturing industry 
are assailed as follows: ; 

“The board heard the complaint 
of four companies that were op- 
posed to the code and found they 
were ‘small enterprises’ which were 
being ‘oppressed.’ One of these is 
the fourth largest in this division 
of the industry and another is the 
Goodyear Rubber Co., which has a 
small volume of production in this 
particular line, but is a very large 
enterprise in the field of rubber 
manufacture. Another one of the 
four ‘small’ companies employs 
nearly 1000 persons, pays low wages 
and sells most of its output to a 
mail order house—thus undersell- 
ing independent merchants. These 
‘small’ concerns had all refused to 
sign the President’s re-employment 
agreement. 

“The board reports that ‘the di- 
visional authority is composed of 
three men representative of and 
having interests in the large com- 
panies’—which simply is not true. 
The three members of the author- 
‘ity represent one large, one medi- 
um and one small company. 

“The further findings of the board 
include a large number of similar 
misstatements of fact, which merit 
the comment of the Deputy Admin- 
istrator that the findings show ‘lit- 
tle comprehension of the problem, 
complete ignorance of the code and 
are either erroneous or frrelevant.’” 

The record of the motion picture 
hearing by the Review Board is 
described caustically as a “a revela- 
tion of its methods.” Flat denial 
is made of the board’s charge that 
the Deputy Administrator, Sol A. 
Rosenblatt, refused to testify. The 
motion picture code, Richberg says, 
is acceptable to the industry and 
has the approval of all the advisory 
boards of NRA. 

Testimony of “Malcontents.” 

“The Review Board,” Richberg 
continues, “acted solely on the basis 
of a disorderly mess of unsworn 
and largely false testimony of a few 
malcontents (many of them discred- 
ited by previously illegal practices), 
and arrived at sweeping conclu- 
sions upon the entire code founded 
on obvious ignorance of the code, of 
the industry and the law. The in- 
vestigation was carried on with ut- 
ter disregard for fair play and the 
conclusions of the board are un- 
~ ead of the slightest considera- 

on. 

“Anyone. adequately informed 
concerning the industry could learn 
without difficulty that the code is 
of incalculable benefit to the small 
enterprises of the industry and af- 
fords great relief from the monop- 
olistic effects of the copyright laws 
and other property rights which 
give legal advantages of an oppres- 
sive character to large enterprises, 
which they are required under the 
code to forego to a considerable 
extent. A return to the ‘savage, 
wolfish’ competition advocated by 
the board would mean simply an 


sanctioned by law. 

“By giving no attention to the 
vast files of information of the 
NRA, or the principal testimony of- 
fered in support of the code, and 
by refusing to listen to the ex- 
ceptionally Well-informed Deputy 
Administrator, the boar€ was able 
to arrive at findings contrary to 
fact and conclusions contrary to 
any intelligent opinion.” 

Calls Criticism Captious. 


The Review Board’s criticism of 
the retail solid fuel code is brand- 
ed as “trivial and captious.” 

Richberg goes at considerable 
length into the Review Board’s 
findings on the steel code. The re- 
port on this subject is characterized 
as a “re-hash of the views of the 
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i |}gsumer complaints against the code 


| |plaints from small enterprises’ with- 


enlargement of monopolistic power |

fact is that on the board of direc- 
tors the representation of United 
States Steel is 13 per cent (although 
it is entitled to 25 per cent voting 
power). The representajior of Beth- 
lehem is 7 per cent, although en- 
titled to 9 per cent voting power, 
and the remaining 80 per cent of 
the membership is distributed 
among 21 companies. 

“The board may be able to mag- 
nify a very small volume of con- 


into evidence of monopolistic op- 
pression, but by no stretch of the 
imagination can it produce evi- 
dence of ‘many and bitter com- 


in the industry that they are sub- 
jected to monopolistic control, As 
a matter of fact, the small enter- 
prises within the industry have de- 
luged the NRA with protests 
against changing the code and with 
arguments in favor of its con- 
tinuing operation. 

“The NRA has been from the be- 
ginning critical of the price provi- 
sions in the steel code and other 
provisions which have been crit- 
icised by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The boar adds nothing 
whatsoever to the information 
available to the NRA and previ- 
ously publicly discussed by the NRA 
concerning these provisions. 

“Few Days of Casual Study.” 
“The Review Board has only nud- 
died the waters by superficial crit- 
icisms based on a few days of 
casual study of a complicated in- 
dustrial situation and upon an utter 
lack of adequate knowledge of the 
facts. The conclusions of such a 
report are worse than worthless 
and when expressed in the rhetori- 
cal language of the report are obvi- 
ous appeals to passion and pre}- 
udice. 

“The Review Board offered no 
opportunity to the NRA represent- 
atives who had, been working for 
months upon the steel code to fur- 
nish the Review Board with the 
vast amount of information avail- 
able. A Government investigation 
and report of such a character sim- 
ply makes a mockery of public ser- 
vice.” 

As to the ice code, Richberg says 
that the board’s allegations of 
monopolistic practices and oppres- 
sion of small enterprises are “whol- 
ly theoretical “and at complete va- 
riance with the facts.” The board, 
he says, was unable to present evi- 
dence of one existing substantial 
complaint against the code. 

Cleaning and Dyeing Code. 

The board’s report on the clean- 
ing and dyeing code is met with 
the following reply: 

“It is an interesting commen- 
tary upon the opinions of the board. 
that so few objections and such lim- 
ited findings and recommendations 
should be made concerning this 
code, which has proved to be one of 
the most difficult of administration 
by the NRA and the cause of prob- 
ably more justified complaints than 
any other code. 

“The code was designed to pre 
vent racketeering and cut-throat 
competition in an industry where- 
in these evils had become a nation- 
al scandal. But it has proved to 
be very difficult to obtain general 
agreement throughout the industry 
upon what constitutes fair compe 
tition and to obtain an effective 
self-government. This far-spreading 
business, composed of thousands of 
small units, is only partially or- 
ganized for self-regulation; and 
established standards of fair cor- 
petition can be easily broken down 
by a few chiselers in each com- 
munity. As a result, the question 
of drastic revision of this code has 
been under/ consideration by the 
NRA for y months. 

“The hasty investigation and su- 
perficial conelusions of the Review 
Board offer no aid in the solution 
of this problem.” 


Coal Code Conclusions. 


The conclusions of the board with 
respect to the bituminous coal code 
are condemned as being “of pa- 
thetic triviality or sweeping inac- 
curacy.” 

As a fact, Richberg says, the bi- 
tuminous coal code made it possi- 
ble to increase the wages of 300,000 
miners by an average of $1 a day 
and to eliminate in many regions 
the starvation wages which had 
prevailed. f 

“The petty complaints presented 
in the report of the board,” Rich- 
berg writes, “exhibit either complete 
ignorance of law and the important 
facts or ‘a fixed determination ~ to 
find monopolistic practices and the 
oppression of small enterprises, 
without regard for the facts. The 
bituminous coal industry has beén 
one of the perennially sick indus- 
tries of the United States. The bi- 
tuminous coal code has improved 
the health of the entire industry to 
a remarkable degree in the few 
months of operation. 

West Virginia Coal Case, 

“The Review Board, on the basis 
of a trifling amount of ex parte tes- 
timony, has undertaken to urge. the 


$3,000,000,000. In industry after in- 
dustry, he says, small enterprises 
have been given a new lease of life 
and saved from impending bank~- 
ruptcy. 
Charging the board with abusing 
shamefully the confidence reposed 
in its membership,” he writes: ~ 
“The board made no adequate in- 
vestigation of facts, but deliberate- 
ly encouraged the presentation of 
incompetent, misleading, one-sided 
testimony by those who join the 
board in its preconceived hostility 
to the purposes and program of the 
National Recovery Administration. 
“The board concluded its labors 
appropriately with a defense of the 
‘chiseler,’ sanctified by the pretense 


exploiter of child labor, the cut- 
throat competitor, was often a man 
‘struggling to prevent the total ab- 
sorption of an industry or interest 
into a monopolistic organization or 
chain against which the public has 
no other protection.’ 

“There are independent small en- 
terprises which carry on a manful 
struggle against large enterprises 
which seek to monopolize produc- 
tion or distribution. To these small 
enterprises the administration of 
the codes under Government super- 
vision has afforded a new and val- 
uable protection. But, in the NRA, 
with its months of intensive inves- 
tigation, with its hundreds of ex- 
pert advisers, it has been found 
easy to distinguish between the le- 
gitimate complaint of small enter- 
prises and the sophistical, mislead- 
ing arguments of chiselers, to whom 
the Review Board gave an atten- 
tive ear and for whom the Review 
Board made itself a mouthpiece for 
the launching of a petty, unfair at- 
tack upon another agency of gov- 
ernment.” 


MISS PERKINS SAYS SOCIAL 
LEGISLATION 1S NECESSARY 


Supports President’s Program as 
Only Way to Prevent Fu- 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—The 
only way to save Americans from 
severe suffering in future depres- 
sions, Secretary of Labor Perkins 
said yesterday, is to adopt some 


such socia) legislation as President 
Roosevelt plans to send to Congress 
for study soon. The President is 
expected to point the approach to 
such problems as unemployment in- 
surance, old age pensions and other 
benefits for labor. 

Pledging hearty co-operation in 
any practicable program—congres- 
sional or otherwise—Miss Perking 
expressed the belief that unemploy- 
ment insurance and old age pen- 
sions are a primary necessity. She 
also hopes for passage of the Wag- 
ner labor bill for a permanent in- 
dependent labor board at this ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Miss Perkins herself helped draft 
the Wagner labor bill and the Wag- 
ner-Lewis bill designed to promote 
a nation-wide unemployment :nsur 
ance system. The Wagner labor 
bill, she feels, should be passed at 
once so the proposed board can be- 


gin to settle disputes. She poirited 


out that after every depression, 
when business began to pick up, 
there has been a wave of strikes.

H. O. King, divisional administra- 
tor, says that the Review Board, 
in its hearings on the _ electrical 
code, made no request for NRA data 
on the subject and sought only to 
“find something damaging to 
NRA,” The manner in which the 
investigation was handled, he says, 
“suggests that we conduct an inves- 
tigation of the members them- 
selves, their backgrounds, experi- 
ence, qualifications, standing, pres- 
ent mental state, to determine 
whether they are fair and judicial 
minded.” 

A. L. Kress, deputy administrator 
in charge of the code for the foot- 
wear division of the rubber manu- 
facturing industry, says that the 
conclusions of the board as to this 
code “are inaccurate, superficial 
and show little comprehension of 
the issues involved.” Certain of 
the findings are declared to have 
“no factual basis whatever.” Vari- 
ous charges are denied categorical- 
ly, including the charge that the 
divisional code authority is not 
truly representative of the industry. 

Movie Code Chief’s Reply. 

Sol A, Rosenblatt, motion picture 

deputy administrator, whose _  re- 
moval is urged by the Darrow 
board, declares that the report on 
the motion picture code is “wholly 
unwarranted, unjust, prejudiced 
and ignorantly contrived,” and that 
the attacks on himself are “mali- 
cious and slanderous” and have 
previously been disproved. The de- 
mand that he be removed, Rosen- 
,blatt says, is “based solely upon the 
vicious mouthings, innuendos and 
conjecture of a few disgruntled and 
disappoin enemies of the Nation- 
al Ind Recovery Act and par- 
ticularly of the motion picture 
code.” - 
Rosenblatt deals exhaustively 
with the board’s strictures. Its re- 
port on the motion picture code, 
he says, was based on “the state- 
ments of a few discredited and dis- 
gruntled witnesses, some of whom 
have been found guilty by the Su- 
preme Court of New York of being 
violators of the code provisions 
with respect to labor, and who 
brazenly misstated facts.” He says 
that none but complaining witness- 
es was heard, and that of the 7500 
theater operators in the country 
only 15 appeared to give state- 
ments, 

Board “Incredibly Naive.” 
The “false” testimony of certain 
witnesses, Rosenblatt charges, was 
given in the hope that action taken 
-by the courts could be “scotched” 
through the National Recovery Re- 
view board. He thinks that the 
board is “incredibly naive in accept- 
ing such bunkum.” 

In cotmbating the board’s criticism 
of himself, the Deputy Administra- 
tor says it was his efforts that 
brought the warring factions of 
the industry to an agreement, and 
that “editorials in the trade press 
expressed the admiration of the in- 
dustry, from the ‘extra’ in Holly- 
wood, the chorus in the theater 
and the small theater owner to the 
presidents of the great producing 
companies, for his energies during 
the harrowing months of negotia- 
tion.” The fight on him, he says, is 
only by a handful of unaffiliated 
exhibitors and their cuunsel, “whose 
deliberate purpose it was to sabo- 
tage the code conferences.” 
Replying directly to the board’s 
charges against him, he says: 
“There was no defiance (of the 
board) and there is no prejudice. 
The report, even after distorting 
the minutes before it, was unable 
to offer a word of justification in 
support of its charges. It is vacu- 
ous, unfair, biased and prejudiced, 
and does not even make a pretense 
that its conclusion was arrived at 
upon any facts.” % 

Wayne P. Ellis, deputy adminis- 
trator in charge of the retail solid 
fuel cade, says that the findings 
of the board with respect to. this 
code “are mild in character and in 
part are well taken, even thougn 
based on insufficient evidence.”

MEXICAN RANCHER’S CAPTORS 
DEMAND $14,000 RANSOM 


Son of Don Santos Barcenas Re- 
ceives Note That He Is 
Alive and Weill.

TANTOYUCAN, Vera Cryz, Mex- 
ico, May 21—Don Santos Barcenas, 
wealthy Spanish rancher, kidnaped 
last week from a remote section of 
his hacienda, sent word to this son 
yesterday that he was alive and 
well.

MONACO IS DENIED PERMISSION

principality of Monaco was denied 
permission by the Supreme Court 
today to file suit against Mississip- 
pi in an effort to collect principal 
and interest on Mississippi bonds 
issued a hundred years ago.

CHICAGO, May 21.—The body of 

@ man was found in the ruins of 
Chicago’s . stockyards today as 
crews of workmen began searching 
through debris of Saturday's $8,- 
000,000 fire. | 
. Through acres of hot ashes, into 

\ heaps of bricks, skeletons ot old 
landmarks and twisted steel girders 
the explorers dug, hunting valued 
documents and property that 
might have escaped destruction. 
The one known victim was Isaac 
Means, 60-year-old watchman who 
discovered the first flames in the 
cattle pens near the Forty-third 
street viaduct. His body was found 
less than two blocks from the point 
where Means shouted to other 
workers: “It’s a fire.” So quickly 
did the blaze spread that Means 
was overtaken and burned to death 
before he could make his way out 
of the labyrinth of livestock corrals. 


The big. packing plants of Swift, 
Armour, Morris and Wilson were 
never endangered since wind fanned 
the fire eastward and away from 
their processing houses, flanking 
the acres of open pens on the west. 

These packers were operating to- 
day and even the banks whose 
buildings were burned announced 
business as usual in temporary 
quarters. 

Livestock Received. 

The morning arrivals of livestock 
were only slightly fewer than was 
anticipated in Saturday’s official 
estimates. The estimated receipts 
of hogs, put at 29,000 in advance, 
were reduced

from 14,000 to 5000. 

The Red Cross said it had treated 
1100 persons for injuries during the 
figMt to check the spread of the 
flames, but fewer than a dozen 
were’ hurt ‘seriously. 

Chief damage was done to the

cluding the old Livestock Inn, the 

Exchange Building, the great ex- 

position hall, where annua] Inter- 

national Livestock Shows have at- 
tracted thousands; the Drovers’ 

Daily Journal Building, the two 

banks and a number of shops, 
homes and tenement houses, just 
east of Halsted street. 

The cause of the blaze, which de- 
stroyed scores of houses and sev- 
eral flat buildings and destroyed or 
damaged more than a dozen major 
structures, was undetermined, 
Some investigators, including O. T. 
Henkle, general manager ;of the 
stockyards, said they were con- 
vinced a carelessly tossed cigarette 
started the fire. Henkle said he 
did not believe there was any truth 
to reports of incendiarism as a re- 
sult of labor troubles. 

Investigations by the city, the 
State and insurance companies were 
under way today. Officials said the 
blaze started in the stock pens. No 
evidence of incendiarism has been 
found, said State Fire Marshal 
Frank E. Doherty Jr. Thomas J. 
Sheehan, City Fire Attorney, and 
Chief Frank McAuliffe agreed with 
him. 

Fire Chief Michael Corrigan, who 
directed 2200 fire fighters in check- 
ing the flames, said that spon- 
taneous combustion’ might have 
been the cause. Another theory was 
that a spark from a locomotive ig- 
nited some dry material. 

Chief Corrigan said he feared for 
a while that the flames would 
reach Lake Michigan. 

“When I arrived at the yards the 
fire had gathered terrific force,” he 
said “It was coming towards us 
so fast and the air was so hot, no 
human could stand in its way. 

“We tried to cut off the fire 
within the yards, but every few 
minutes I wauld have to give the 
order to uncouple and move back. 
I kept in communication with di- 
vision marshals by messengers. 
Men were rushed to the roofs of 
buildings in the path of the flames 
to wet them down. Our job was 
to build a water curtain in front 
of the oncoming wall of fire and 
this is what we did.” 

The prolonged drouth had dried 
buildings and then burned uickly, 
Chief Corrigan said. He cautioned 
Chicagoans against starting rub- 
bish fires in ‘yards, alleys, streets 
or vacant property.

Gilded Sword Displayed. 

The President displayed .n the 
dais a gilded ‘sword procured voy 
Lafayette and his friends in France 
more than a century ago as a gift 
to President Washington, but never 
presented, Recently presented by 
the French Government, it was to- 
dey shown to the public for the 
first time and will hereafter rest in 
the White House under the portrait 
of Washington. 

Reviewing Lafayette’s career and 
experiences in America, President 
Roosevelt described particulariy the 
affectionate relationship between -he 
French nobleman and Andrew 
Jackson, begun in youth and re- 
newed in old age when the Marquis 
paid a visit to this country. 

The President told of the grief 
in America when news arrived of 
the death of Lafayette.

Regarded Washington as Father. 

The friendship with Washington, 
Roosevelt said, was that of “father 
and son” to the Frenchman. Wash- 
ington was an ideal, almost more 
than human, and he’ loved him 
with veneration. 

The relationship between Lafay- 
ette and Jackson, he explained, was 
perhaps more personal and inti-. 
mate, because the two were more 
equal in age. Describing their con- 
tacts, the President said: 

“Jackson, a boy of 10 in 1777, 
first saw Lafayette when he landed 
in Charleston and before he start- 
ed northward to meet the Congress. 
The sight of the gallant young 
Frenchman was so deeply engraved

Which Way? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N IMPARTIAL survey of the results 
of the New Deal to date will undoubt- 
edly lead to the conclusion that the ef- 
forts expanded for the benefit of an im- 
proved national economy have certainly 
not all been wasted, The very fact that 
the elements hostile to the administra- 
tion have been’steadily increasing their 
opposition to the Roosevelt policies, in 
itself amounts to an admission that im- 
provement is obvious. 

However, and this is the unfortunate 
record of previous liberal administrations, 
the necessary turning point, when the 
Government must decide between the 
Left and the Right, is about to be 
reached, and thé past indications inevit- 
ably point to a movement to the Right. 
Will the present,administration assume a 
different course than the Wilson govern- 
ment and remain liberal, or will it follow 
the path of its predecessor and become 
reactionary? 

I am afraid that an analysis of recent 
policies of such institutions as the NRA 
will demonstrate that the usual swing to 
the conservative attitude has already be- 
gun. The weakening of the Govern- 
ment’s position on the automobile and 
related codes and its failure greatly to 
reduce unemployment are two gloomy 
forebodings of what may: follow. 

It is admitted that the Government can- 
not longer continue in the middle of the 
road, trying to please both capital and. 
labor. We can only hope that the pro- 
gressive men in Washington will be nu- 
merically and otherwise strong enough to 
steer our country toward the course that 
leads to complete recovery, and not de-

Competition among individuals has been succeed: 


transformation to human invention, to the amazing 
perfection of machinery, the. infinite variety of 
science, the immensely easier and more facile meth- 
ods of production everywhere. Whether in the fac- 
tory or on the farm, methods’are accelerated. Where 
a few industria] nations made goods. for the world, 
and a few great agricultural nations provided most 
of the world’s food, each nation now tends to make 
its own» goods and grow its own food. 
The prophets of our time all say very much the same 
thing.

Much the largest agreement was that the 
depression was due to the absence of over-all plan- 
ning and to maladjustment between production and 
consumption. A committee of the American Histor- 
ical Association reports after long study that we are 
being forced toward collectivism by uncontrollable 
factors. . : 
From the viewpoint of American tradition, Sen- 
ator Borah is indubitably right about giving the 
President special tariff-making powers; but tradition 
does not serve the purposes of society beyond a point. 
All human progress is destructive to tradition. Th 
very way in which we get around over the ground is 
destructive to every tradition of transport. The way 
in which we make war is destructive to every tradi- 
tion of war. Einstein’s theory of relativity is destruc- 
tive to time-honored traditions of physics. The mod- 
ern science of Foch was far removed from the tradi- 
tional science of Alexander the Great. 
In the opinion of so fine an observer as Harold 
J. Laski, the experiment we are making in the 
United States is the chief hope of democracy. This 
will surprise Senator Borah, but perhaps the Idahoan 
has not yet envisaged the scene as he will in time. 
Laski regards dolefully the threats to democracy in 
England and France, both imperilled by the Fascism 
which has overwhelmed democracy in Italy, Ger- 
many and Austria. He is more hopeful of American 
democracy because of our superior resources and the 
still experimental American society. His only fear for 
democracy here is that the experiment we are mak- 
ing may fail. If it does, he believes its failure 
will place American democracy in great jeopardy. 
Senator Borah knows quite well that the Grundy 
tariff was made in the old traditional manner, and 
that it did the nation a great disservice. It was a 
log-rolling contest, not a parliamentary procedure. 
We can agree that there is a better way to make 
tariffs without admitting the necessity of something 
hurtful to democracy. We are still far removed, as ,

June Harper's, frgm Huropean Fascism; but we are 
not immune from it. 

Even American democracy must move with a mov- 
ing time, and this ig precisely what is involved in 
the new proposal for making tariffs. 
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NON-NORDIC EXPLORERS.

Mankind has struggled toward democratic ideals for centuries, historian says, but sev- 
etal powerful governments now are dedicated to “debasing liberty and exalting 
sheer power”; warns of Hitlerism as a menace to world peace; asserts that Nazi 
movement is organizing in this country, and urges lovers of freedom to resist it. 


T the opening of the twentieth century, 
A every enlightened nation of-the earth 
had established certain rules of policy 
deemed essential to the conduct of a civil- 
ized society. These rules included religious 
toleration, equality before’the law, trial of 
all offenses in open court by an impartial 
tribunal, and the use of reason in the. clarifi- 
cation and settlement of public questions. 
These fules were often’ violated in prac- 
tice, by governments and by mobs; but .vio- 
jations were not boastfully regarded as 
triumphs of genius. In time‘of war and 
revolution, it was generally understood that 
these rules might: be set aside and defeat- 
ed by goyernments and by mobs; but these 
violations were regarded as temporary, and 
not the discoveries of superior: political in- 
telligence. 


large measure the history of the struggle 
to establish these rules in law and practice— 
to wrest from arbitrary and irresponsible 
power the weapons of tyranny. In this 
struggle, thousands of men and women sacri- 
ficed their fortunes, even their lives. The 
stake and the gallows are their monuments. 

With this battle for liberty are associated 
the @reat personalities whom we are proud 
to honor and keep alive in memory. We 
did not believe that their work was perfect. 
We knew that eternal vigilance was the 
price of liberty. But we thought that our 
task was merely the refinement and the 
mrore exact application of: these liberties to 
which they had dedicated their lives and 
fortunes.

HOW HYDE APPEALED 
TO GUTTEN IN 1930 


Secretary Begged Speculator to 
Stop If He Was One 
Wrecking Market. 


By the Associated Press 

CHICAGO, May 21. — Someone 
was selling wheat, short back in 
1930 so the Secretary of Agricul 
ture, then Arthur M. Hyde, tele 
graphed Arthur W. Cutten, inquir- 
ing: Is it you? Hyée’s politely 
worded request that Cutten (if it 
were he) quit selling, and the an- 


swer received promptly over Cut- 
ten’s signature, were read into the 
record of the grain trader’s hear- 
ing today despite the vigorous de- 
nials and repudiations of his at- 
torney. 

The present Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Henry Wallace, has cited 
Cutten for alleged failure to report 
properly his position in the grain 
market. The penalty, if the charge 
is sustained, is withdrawal of trad- 
ing privileges. 

Pilea “In Public Interest.” 

The grain market was on the to- 
boggan when Secretary Hyde tele- 
graphed Cutten Feb. 25, 1930: 

“It is reported to us that you have 
been operating on the bear side of 
he grain market and that these 
operations have contributed to the 
collapse of the market. 

“T have no right or authority to 
suggest any course to any business 
man in his own business, but in the 
public interest if you could aban- 
don such a course it would help 
many thousands of people in a time 
of distress. If the report is not 
true, then disregard my anxiety in 
the matter.” 

To this, said the Government, 
Cutten made answer the same day, 
denying any such activity: 

“Your wire received and your in- 
formation misleading. I have not 
been: very active in the market. My 
activities for the last two weeks 
consisted of selling about 400 privi- 
leges each way. I don’t think I 
have sold a bushel of wheat during 
that time except to protect the 
trade put.” 

Denies Reply Was Autho ° 

Orville J. Taylor, defend Cut- 
ten, vigorously protested against 
admission of the ‘telegrams, assert- 
ing that the pyrported answer was 
never authorized by Cutten and had 
been sent to Washington by John 
R. Mauff, the former friend who 
recently won a $10,000 verdict from 
Cutten for services as “ghost writ- 
er’ and press agent of Cutten’s 
views on market regulation. 

The Cutten defense was based on. 
a contention that he misinterpreted 
the grain futures administration's 
regulations.

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SAYS HOLC CANNOT 
HANDLE MORTGAGES 


Chairman Fahy Says Private 
Capital Must Take Over 
Burden, 


By the Associated Ptess. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Urg- 
ing approval of the administration 
housing bill, John H. Fahey, chair- 
man of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation, told the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee today it was “itm- 
perative” to encourage private cap- 
ital to take over the burden of 
carrying home mortgages. 

Fahey testified Congress should 
act“at once because otherwise next 
year would find “the wave of de- 
mands” still flooding the home own- 
ers’ loan organization, “and no way 
to stop it.” 

Outlining the work of the cor- 
poration, Fahey said the home 


mortgage situation was “easily the 
most serious debt problem facing 
the country.” 

The administration’s housing bill, 
on which the committee is now con- 
ducting hearings, is designed to en- 
courage private lending agencies to 
take up the mortgage burden by 
providing insurance for such fi- 
nancing. 

Fahey advocated the bill’s pro- 
vision for financing home repairs 
and improvements, saying the home 
owners’ loan offices had received 
thousands of requests for such 
loans that they could not handle. 

Asserting that applications to the 
corporation for home mortgage re- 
financing reached $2,266,000,000, last 
January, Fahey said: “It is perfect- 
ly plain that a Government insti- 
tution like the HOLC cannot refi- 
nance half or even a quarter of the 
nation’s home mortgages. 

“The board does not fee] that it 
should even be attempted. We are 
convinced it is of greatest impor- 
tance to get private lending agen- 
cies back into action as quickly as 
possible and on as reasonable terms 
as possible.” 

Fahey said the corporation had 
“headed off a panic in the real es- 
tate market,” but that it could not 
go far enough. “Without delay, it 
is imperative that insurance com- 
panies, building and loan associa- 
tions, mortgage companies and sim- 
ilar institutions begin to function 
and take over this burden,” he said.

DEGRES GOVERNMENT 
BY REMOTE CONTROL 


Dean of Columbia U. School 
of Journalism Attacks Pres- 
ent Centralization. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 21. — 
Carl W. Ackerman, dean of Colum- 
bia University School of Journal- 
ism, today challenged the spirit of 
nationalism, “with remote control,” 
as a stultifying force upon local 
governmental initiative and reform. 

“Heretofore,” hé said, “national- 
ism has been considered chiefly as 
endangering peaceful international 
relations. Hereafter, it should be 
considered not exclusively as the 
father of war but as the mother of 
a weak race of citizens who grow 
up in the belief that the United 
States can be successfully operated 
as a nation by a few supposedly su- 
per-minded men in Washington. 

“Nationalism is not only a men- 
ace to local government, because it 
deprives or limits civic responsibil- 
ity and pride, but it is also a defi- 
nite threat to international peace. 
Nationalism itself leads inevitably 
to the worst form of international- 
ism, because it leads to the consid- 
eration of all international prob- 
lems from a national standpoint.” 

Speaks to Editors. 

Speaking before the annuel meet- 
ing of the New York State Society 
of Newspaper Editors, Dean Acker- 
man called on the press to focus at- 
tention on the problems of local 
government during the period be- 
tween the present and the general 
elections. of 1936. 

Decrying as “dangerous” the na- 
tionalistic “state of mind” of the 
people, Ackerman said they “must 
choose not between nationalism and 
internationalism, but between na- 
tionalism with remote contro] and 
community self-government with 
direct control, co-operation with and 
supporting the National Govern- 
ment as free and independent agen- 
cies of citizenship.” 

“The people must determine,” he 
continued, “whether the citizen ex- 
ists for the state or the state for 
the citizen, and as it is a question 
which should be decided by the 
people rather than by the Federal 
Government, it is a problem of the 
press, the school and the church, 
and should be presented as such 
before Congress extends again prac- 
tically unlimited authority to the 
President.” 

“Narcotic Influence” Alleged. 

Referring to what he called the 
“narcotic influence” of Federal ap- 
propriations for local projects, Ack- 
erman said nationalistic propagan- 
da carried on under such influence 


—above all the fact that “the man 
who pays the fiddler has a right 
to call the tune.” 

He mentioned the development of 
operations of local units in Califor- 
nia, Ohio, Virginia, North Carolina 
and 450 municipalities as proof of 
ability for efficient administration 
“without the advice of or subsidy 
from the Federal Government.” 

“This movement of reform in 
county and city government has 
been making prodigious progress in 
ithe United States,” he said, “but to- 
day it is threatened by the nation- 
alistic state of mind and it is here 
that public opinion must come into 
action.”

T0 8 LODGE MEMBERS 


Odor of Mailed “Sample” 
Warns Californian—Others 
Learn of Analysis in Time. 


By the Associated Press. 

OAKLAND, Cal, May 21.—Police 
are investigating an alleged poison- 
ous liquor plot against at least éight 
members of a fraternal] organiza- 
tion. 

“Sample” bottles of liquor mailed 
to the eight, all members of the 
Fruitvale Parlor, Native Sons of 
the Golden West, were turned over 
today to E. O. Heinrich, criminolo- 
gist. | 

At the same time authorities is- 
sued a warning.to other persons 
who may have received “samples,” 
Each of the eight bottles contained 
sufficient poison, Captain of Police 
Inspectors Trotter said, “to kill a 
regiment.” 

Inspector Goodnight said a threat- 
ening typewritten letter received by 
a member of the lodge several 
weeks ago had been turned over to 
Heinrich in the belief that it was 
written on the same machine that 
typed addresses on wrappers of the 
poisonous liquor. The eight bottles 
were mailed May 15 from an Oak- 
land branch postoffice. 

Willis Edwards, an inspector for 

the California State Board of 
Equalization, who received one of 
the “samples” told police he un- 
corked the bottle, intending to taste 
the liquor, but noticed a peculiar 
odor. An analysis disclosed the 
poison. 
Arthur Cleu, Oakland printer, 
heard of Edwards’ discovery and 
reported he also had received one 
of the “samples.” The information 
quickly spread among acquaint- 
ances of the two men and the six 
other bottles were reported.
